together with the Act ot Incorporation, passed by the
legislature and approved by the Governor March 8,
167; also the minutes of the meeting for the organiza-
tion of the Corporation, and the By-La- adopted tor
its government.

There Is a perfectly plain legal method of test-
ing any one of tbe questions involved in the letter
ol the law officer of the Commonwealth, or which
tie may desire to raise under this Act of Assem-
bly, and we cannot but express our surprise that
the public press should nave been nrtde the
vehicle of attack upon the corporation and individuals
connected with it, instead of resort being had to the
